The main detail is a curious reticella lace deep 
flounce formed by a series of eight panels joined 
together by scalloped lacelet, the ends of which are 
terminated by a deep Vandyck; these panels contain 
two hundred and twenty-four stars or rosettes char- 
acteristic of the Byzantine School of design. Other 
minor details are the lace insertions joining the linen 
and the embroidered trimming on the sleeves and 
collar.
